Direct Provincial Issue. 

! The question of customs duties and 
tariff taxation Is, however, a federal 
matter and can be dealt with only by 
the Dominion parliament. The mat¬ 
ter pf land settlement and Increased 
local production lies much nearer our 
own doors and Is a matter In which 
the people of British Columbia may 
secure supreme control. Under-pro¬ 
duction FI* the curse of British Co¬ 
lumbia to-day; the chief cause of the 
superlatively high cost of living In 
this province.
